political picture by his surprise 
victory in the Tuesday election. 
He not only swept the statewide 
vote, but won seven districts. 
This gives Kefauver 26 of the 
itate’s 
30 
Democratic 
national 
convention votes, 
Stevenson was a clear victor in 
the Fifth (Minneapolis) District. 
And belated reports today from 
the northeastern Minnesota Eighth 
District apparently assured him 
of victory there. 
The vote from 429 of the dis­ 
trict’s 452 precincts gave Steven 
son 31,599 and Kefaiuver 30,176— 
a lead for Stevenson of 1,423. The 
St. Louis County auditor’s office 
said the scattered small precincts 
still missing represented a vote 
potential of 1,000 to 1,500. 
Admitting he was no longer a 
“front runner,’’ Stevenson said last 
night in Chicago he has no inten­ 
tion of withdrawing fronn the pres­ 
idential raoe and will “go to the 
Democratic 
convention 
seeking 
the nomination.’’ 
But he disavowed any interest 
in the vice presidency —an idea 
bandied by Kefauver backers in 
the flush of their lopsided Minne­ 
sota victory . 
“I am now prepared to work 
harder than ever . . . and ask 
my kind friends every where t ore- 
double their efforts too,’’ Steven­ 
son said at a news conference. 
Sen. Kefauver (D-Tenn), holder 
o f 26 of 3 0 Minnesota delegate 
votes at the Democrats’ August 
convention, 
reiterated 
at Great 
Falls, Mont., his belief that the 
primary outcome represented a 
revolt 
against 
the 
administra­ 
tion’s farm program. 
The Tennessee senator, moving 
o n to San Francisco today , said 
he would discuss there the pos­ 
sibility of his entering the Indi­ 
ana presidential primary , whose 
filing deadline is a week away .

Tuesday afternoon a s p ec ia 1 
meeting of the Mafshall City Coun­ 
cil was held, with seven members 
present, and by unanimous vota a 
zoning change was approved. • 
This was for the purpose of per­ 
mitting the Safeway Co, to erect 
a super-market on the west side 
of Odell Ave. just south of MitcheH 
St. One councilman, Howard Fox, 
was absent at the session. 
The motion to amend the zoning 
ordinance changing classification 
of property involved from dwelling 
to highway business received unan­ 
imous sanction on a voice vote. Ed 
Scott, city counsellor, was ir^truct- 
ed to prepare an ordinance provid­ 
ing the change, to be up for pass­ 
age by the council 
at its first 
meeting in April. 
The Safeway Co. contemplates 
in the program for the ultra-mod­ 
ern super-market expenditure of 
about one-fourth million dollars. 
In the regular council meeting 
at Marshall Monday night, traffic 
matters were taken up and an or­ 
dinance was passed making it pro­ 
hibitive on what was commonly 
known as “feeding the parking me­ 
ters.” This would allow but tw'o 
hours time, the maocimum on me­ 
ters in Marshall and at its expira­ 
tion the motorist must move his 
car. Stay ing longer would put the 
car operator subject to receiving 
an overtime parking ticket. The or­ 
dinance makes it a misdemeanor 
for violation of the ruling and a 
maximum fine of $10 may be ex­ 
acted for violation. 
In the Safeway program, Roy 
Solem, public relations director for 
the company , at the special coun­ 
cil session said the proposed Safe­ 
way building would be a strictly 
modern structure and would have 
10,400 square feet and parking 
space for 107 cars.

A Starter Fertilizer 
Fo r Yo ur Garden 
A starter fertilizer is just what 
th« name imp lies—a form of read­ 
ily av ailable fertilizer ap p lied at 
the time y ou sow the seed or 
transp lant the p lant into y our g ar­ 
den. 
Starter fertilizer can be used 
in one oi sev eral way s. The best 
and most effective method, p ar- 
tictilarly wHh seeded crop s, is the 
band method. Here we use a fer­ 
tilizer, such as 8-24 8, at the rate 
of (me p ound p er 50 feet of row, 
in a band either below, or to 
one fide and below the seed. Be 
sura to keep the fertilizer at least 
two to thrt^e inches from the seed. 
Fertilizer in contact with the g er­ 
minating seed will kill it. 
If y ou can’t find an effective 
way of g etting the job done by 
the band method, y ou mig ht try 
an easier, but not quite as effec­ 
tiv e method, the broadcast meth­ 
od. .After 
y <Hi have p lowed and 
disked y our g arden area, and just 
before y ou make the final seed­ 
bed p rep aration with the harrow 
or 
rake, broadcast about 
200 
p ounds of 8-24-8 fertilizer p er acre 
on y our g arden. Distribute it even­ 
ly and then work it into the up p er 
three inches of soil. Remember, 
that is 200 p ounds an acre. 
In case y ou have forg otten how 
to fig ure what p ortion of an acre 
y our g arden p lot is, here is wha4 
y ou do. Mea.sure the leng th and 
vndth of y our g arden. Multip ly 
these fig ures to gtH the number 
of square feet in y mir g arden. 
Divide the numiber of square feet 
in y o*jr g arden by the number 
of square feet in an acre, which 
is 43,56 0, and the resulting answer 
will tell y ou what p ortion or frac­ 
tion of an acre y our g arden is. 
The third way of using staj-ter 
fertilizer is by p utting two level 
tablesp oons of 8-24-8 fertilizer in 
a g allon of water. Stir, let set 
for about an hour, stir ag ain and 
use about one cup of this solution 
p er transp lant as y ou p lant it into 
the g arden. If the soil is dry , 
y ou may have to use additional 
water without the fertilizer. 
Give Paint Brushes Good ( are 
To do a g ood job of p ainting 
y ou need a g ood brush. Once y ou 
own one it will serve y ou long 
and well if y ou g ive it g ood care. 
Never let it rest up rig ht on its 
bristles. If y ou stop work for a 
few minutes, wip e surp lus p aint off 
brush by wip ing it on the edg e 
of the p ail. Lay the brush flat 
across the top of the p aint p ail 
or on a smooth clean surface. If 


p ainting is to be contimied the 
nex t day , su.sp end the brush in 
a can of raw linseed oil. To do 
this, make a small hole throug h 
the brush handle, insert a wire 
which when laid across the can 
will susp end the brush in the oil. 
The liquid should cover the bris­ 
tles but the bristles should not 
rest on the bottom of the can. 
If y ou have used varnLsh. clean 
the brush immediately . After the 
p aint job is done, clean the brush 
thoroug hly with turp enline, ben­ 
zine, kero.sene or g a.sollne. Then 
wash it with warm soap suds. 
Give the brush a bri.sk shake to 
straig hten out the bnstle.s, wrap 
in heav7 p ap er while .still damp 
and lay it away or hang it in 
a dry , c(kj1 p lace.

NEW YORK -(N B A )- Robert 
R. Young rides again. 
The 
dy namic 
financier 
who 
started out by booting the New 
York banking clique in their ss^fe- 
ty deposit box es, and climax ed 
his career in 19.54 by winning the 
giant New York Central Railroad 
in 
a 
dramatic 
prox y 
fight, is 
ready for another crusade. 
“ I hope to reverse the long­ 
time deterioration of the whole 
U.S. railroad industry ,” he prom­ 
ises. 
However, 
he 
faces 
something 
new in this fight. He’s attempting 
to transfuse Young-blood into a 
whole industry which has had an 
antagoni.stic, 
con*;ervative - ty pe 
blood in its veins. 
To win, he and his powerful but 
small group of friends can’t go it 
alone, as they have in the past. 
Practically the whole industry — 
which contains some Young foes— 
must support Young in this effort. 
He admits this. 
Young’s willingness to stand on 
his record with the Central in 
this effort, and his plans for the 
fight ahead, are revealed in an ex ­ 
clusive interview. 
“ My work on the Central has 
been the most stimulating of my 
life,” he insists. Long hours at it 
finally forced him to take a Flor­ 
ida vacation. But today , tanned 
and recharged with new zip, the 
59 -y ear-old 
ty coon 
claims, 
“ I’m 
feeling more fit than at any time 
in my life,” 
He has fired the first salvo of 
his fa\*orite ammunition 
It was 
a full-page ad charging “ railroad 
travel is roadblocked by unequal 
tax es and subsidies.” 


ROBERT R. YOUNG: On old 
tracks, some new blood. 


The 1 0 per cent ex cise 
tax on 
rail fares is a chief target. 
The 
end of tax es on downtown sta­ 
tions either through new laws or 
by moving terminals out of the 
cities is another. 
“The nation’s railway passenger 
facilities 
lost 
Jt>8 0.000,ooo 
last 
y ear,” he say s, “and it is due 
primarily to the free thruway s and 
terminals given to our com}>eti- 
tors, the bus, auto and airplane.” 
More management right to fire 
“some riff-raff on our pay roll” is 
another goal, he reveals 
This at­ 
titude will come as a surprise to 
the railroad brotherhoods which 
supported him in his fight for 
control of the Central. 
He adso will continue pushing 
industry acceptance of new, light­ 
weight passenger equipment which 
is cheaper to buy and operate. 
The 
NYC 
and 
Pennsy lvania 


railroads are now testing General 
Motors’ new Aerotrain. The Rock 
Island is putting two light “Talgo” 
trains in use, and the NYC and 
New Haven will get versions of 
Young's much-publicized Train X 
this y ear. Young has sparked this 
development. 
“ But before the industry can 
get full advantage of this profit- 
making equipment we've got to 
tell the full story of the railroad 
predicament to the country .” he 
claims. 
“Then we can get our 
tax es and other high costs down 
and begin showing true profits.” 
A ty pical reaction ot another 
eastern 
railroad 
ex ecutive 
to 
Young’s big crusade is this; 
"Bob 
Young 
has 
some 
good 
ideas. But sometimes he goes too 
fast. We’ve got to think twice be­ 
fore giving up such big selling 
points 
as 
convenient 
terminals 
downtown 
and 
comfort 
on 
our 
trains.” 
Critics of Young’s handling of 
the Central charge that he has 
cut maintenance to beef up profits 
and that the Central’s on-time rec­ 
ord is poor. The latter charge is 
backed up by the N.V. 
Public 
Service Commission. 
But Young replies: 
“ I can prove that our commuter 
service has a 95 per cent on-time 
record for the past y ear. 
That’s 
the best it has been for y ears. 
The worst floods in 100 y ear.s and 
worst weather in 20 y ears put our 
long distance on-time record at 86 
per cent, but we’ll improve that. 
“ And charges of deferred main­ 
tenance are a gross misstatement 
of fact. We’ve saved money but 
we’ve made our maintenance di­ 
vision more efficient. In fact it’s 
the best it has been in 25 y ears."

NEW YORK (JP-Wit;h one great 
labor-management struggle o\er 
today , another one — potentially 
even greater — is beginning to 
take shape. 
Westinghouse 
workers 
are go­ 
ing back to work. And Worsting- 
house salesmen are going out in 
search of business to help recoup 
some of the loss. 
But in the basic steel industry 
both management and labor are 
warming up vocally and starting 
to woo public opinion for the con­ 
tract negotiations that will begin 
shortly . 
Management seea ‘further wage 
increases as inflationary for the 
economy as a w’hole. The union 
thinks the 
wage scale can 
be 
raised and the steel companie.s sUU 
make money . 
It’s for Westinghouse and the 
electrical workers union to evalu­ 
ate how much was gained or lo.st 
liy the bitter 156-day strike. The 
company reports it operated at a 
loss in the fourth quarter of last 
y ear, and the loss doubtless was 
greater in the first quarter of this 
y ear. 
Products it might have shipped 
but didn’t are estimated to total 
nearly 300 million dollars in bill­ 
ing value. Wages it could have 
paid but didn’t are estimated to 
total 100 million dollars. 
Flvaluating orders it might have 
got but didn’t is harder. And it 
will be some time y et before it 
can be told how successfully the 
company will be in its sales cam ­ 
paign to 
recr*pture 
and widen 
markets for its products. 
A strike in the stt'el industry 
could be much more costly . Mills 
are now operating at capacity with 
order backlogs ensuring produc­ 
tion for months ahead. 
The union can point to this pros­ 
perity and also to the record earn­ 
ings that many steel companies 
reported for 1955 in support of its 
ex pected demand for higher wages 
and fringe benefits, including some 
form of lay off pay . The demands 
have been estimated by various 
union and management .sources as 
ranging any where from 
32 to 49 
cents an hour. 
Management is already putting 
up its own views in rebuttal. It 
say s that good profit margins are 
essential if the industry is to fi­ 
nance a needed ex pansion of its 
facilities.» And it argues that its 
price hikes since the war have 
been caiused by past wage in­ 
creases.

It seemed impossible. But it had 
happened. Like water seeping into 
a storm-lashed 
boat, 
fear 
had 
crept through his 
body and the 
great, brawny, indomitable Peter 
ha<Tblurted out his thunderous lie: 
" I know' not this man. Jesus.” 
Now the words beat in his mind 
like the hammering of an angry 
sea. “ I know Him not . . . I know 
Him not . . . What sayest thou? . . 
I know Him not.” Three times, 
with rising truculence, he had saJd 
it, venom breeding venom. 
Then he had begun to curse and 
swear, hating himself, hating all 
of them, hating the sound of that 
cock crowing in the distance, a 
cock in Jerusalem w’here no cocks 
could be kept, but a cock crowing, 
all the same. 
It was like the mocking death- 
howl of the wind, like far-off bitter 
laughter. In the trembling, omin­ 
ous daw'n, as the hooting guards 
lead their

away, 
Peter sat hunched on a stoop, sob­ 
bing convulsively.

But he, Peter, the big, brusque, 
stalwart leader of the 12, had col­ 
lapsed like rotted timber when the 
gale struck, when the peril came, 
when club-wielding soldiers swarm­ 
ed the garden and tied up Christ 
like a thief. 
With the others, he had fled in 
craven alarm, and then furtively 
followed to the scene of the Mas­ 
ter’s trial before the Sanhédrin. 
Caught lurking at the door, he went 
•ick with fright at the suspicious 
questions. 
“ Aren’t y<m one of them?” they 
kept demanding. "Weren’t you with 
Him ?” 
“ Man, I am not! . . . I know not 
what thou sayest . . . I know Him 
not!” 
At 
that 
moment, 
across

turned and gazed at him silently. 
Peter went to pieces, crying, hurl­ 
ing oaths into the night Too late, 
too late! 


Just a few hours before, when 
they all supped in the upper room 
and Jesus spoke forebodingly of 
coming death and of Peter denying 
Him, 
the 
roughshod, 
impetuous 
fisherman had sworn he’d never 
do it — never! 
“ Even if I should die with Thee, 
I should not deny Thee in any 
w ay!” he had vowed, “ Lord, with 
Thee I am ready to go both to 
prison and to death!” 
But he had 
failed, miser£rf>ly 
anxious only for his own life, a 
weakling with no sap in him like 
the weeds of the sea; he had dis­ 
owned the truth the Lord had given 
him. the trust that he had pos­ 
sessed. 
Oh, man of little faith, sounding 
your own trumpet of hollow cour­ 
age, your vaunted high resolves 
crashing on the hidden shoals of 
self - concern and sudden human 
frailty. Peter 
stared 
numbly at 
the ground. 
His mind choked with menwries 
— the lilt that had sprung in his 
heart at the Master’s call, of the 
fresh, singing vista of life opened 
to him, the miracles of love, kind­ 
ness, humility — they buy more 
than gold. 
The voice came back to him, like 
a never-dying echo: “ Blessed are 
the merciful . . . the pure in heart 
. . . the peacemakers . . . those 
who are persecuted for righteous­ 
ness’ sake . . . Do good to them 
that hate you 
The wonder of it had saturated 
the rustic Peter, enthralled his life, 
taken him away from his work, his 
home and his wife in Capernaum, 
given him a new, overwhelming 
mission as he traveled with Jesus 
the road of tenderness. 
He had responded instantly when 
the Master summoned him. He and 
his • fishing 
partners 
had 
been 
readied for it by the teachings of 
John the Baptist. So there was no 
hesitation, only a startled grati­ 
tude, a quick willingness. 
At times, all of them had blun 
dered -- their petty, foolhardy :ar- 
guments over who would be first 
in the Lord’s kingdom, their cring­ 
ing fear in the storm

“ .Anesthesia” was 
the subject 
on which Dr H. 0. Wilburn talked 
Tuesday at the noon neeting of 
Optimist Club held at Bothwell 
Hotel. 
The first record of anesthesia, 
Dr. 
Wilbur 
said, 
occurred 
in 
about 4000 B C. and is found in 
the Bible where it tells of the 
Lord putting .Adam in 
a deep 
sleep and taking one of his ribs 
to make woman. Up until about 
800 .A D., he said, many mixtures 
of drugs, and opium, wine, mul­ 
berry juice, and hemlock juice 
were used, and from a vaixir the 
pain was relieved. 
Ether was discovered In 1846 
and a few years later it was 
found pain could be relieved with 
pressure against the nerve. The 
local anesthetic came about in 
about 1500 and in the mid 1600s 
during a war in very cold weather 
it was found legs could be ampu­ 
tated on the battlefield with little 
or no pain. Today they have found 
the reason was from the cold.

Dr. Wilbur went on to explain 
the various newer types of anes- 
he.sia and how they are used 
that had been discovered since 
im ) and said that they had come 
a long way even since 1934 Sur­ 
gery was many times .successful 
but the patient would die during 
the operation or afterward from 
the anesthetic. .About 1900 they 
quit hunting for ane.sthetics and 
began to use what they had saf*^- 
ly. They found that the person 
giving the anesthetic had a great 
deal to do with it, so they real­ 
ized the necessity in having a 
trained anesthetist. The ane.sthet- 
ist studies complete history of the 
patient and from that knows what 
kind of an aneshetic should be 
used. A spinal. Dr. Wilbur said, 
is no more dangerous than any 
other anesthetic. If there i.s an 
accident 
in 
it, 
there 
will be 
paralysis from it not to exctH'd 
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six months, but if something goes 
wrong with the other kind of an­ 
esthetic it may result in death. 


The spinal is easier for the sur­ 
geon, and the patient is awake 
and able to talk; however, some 
people 
should not 
be given 
a 
spinal. The anesthetist knows this 
from the patient’s history Should 
it l>e necessary to undergo sur­ 
gery, put your fpdth in your sur­ 
geon, Dr. Wilbur said, and say, 
“ Give me what is best for me.”

.Tiere’s nothing soul entrancing about 
the scenery in southeast Missouri, or 
anywhere else for that matter, while 
driving all day through a deluge of rain. 
WTiat does a motorist think of besides 
paying attention to driving? 
Among the things he thinks about are 
happenings reported in the area, news­ 
paper read at an overnight motel stop, 
and the relationship they have to what 
goes on in the home town. 
For instance The Democrat-Capital 
recently published a story about the 
tons of food consumed at Smith-Cotton 
cafeteria, 
managed 
by Mrs. 
Myrtle 
Scotten. Over 900 youngsters go down 
the food line each day, consuming the 
school year ’round seven tons of pota­ 
toes 2,291 pounds of ham, 4,577 pounds 
of hamburger, thousands of cases of 
pumpkin, tomatoes, beans, apples, cher­ 
ries, etc. 
The school provides a balanced diet 
for growing youngsters if they will eat 
it — and a great many do. But is the 
balance kept up at home? 
Down in Cape Girardeau the news­ 
paper reports that a survey finds the 
daily diet inadequate for a majority 
of Cape pupils. 
Mostly these pupils 
were in the lower grades. A check on 
their eating habits revealed 75 per cent 
are not eating enough nutritious foods. 
One of the amazing disclosures was 
that only 13 out of 100 children had an 
adequate breakfast — some said they 
ate none at all. 
Isn’t that Cape situa­ 
tion rather familiar to Sedalia mothers? 
Junior and Susie insisting they don’t 
want any breakfast, hurrying to school 
munching on a saved-up candy bar? 
And at supper time in Cape Girar­ 
deau food standards did not measure 
up, either. 
Eighty-five out of 100 re­ 
ported they did not. 


The bright spot reported in the Cape 
survey was the noon meal. 
That was 
due to the fact 45 per cent of the chil­ 
dren tested ate in a school cafeteria 
where balanced and nutritious meals 
are offered. There they did not satisfy 
appetite with knick-knacks. 
Also on 
the brighter side, 85 per cent of every 
100 children drank milk. 
A like survey in Sedalia schools or 
elsewhere would probably disclose gen­ 
erally bad eating habits but not an ab­ 
sence of nutritious foods at home. The 
responsibility for this, of course, lies 
with parents. 
Too many of them are 
defeatists w'hen it comes to insisting 
the children eat body-building foods. 
Ev'en grandma who used to whack her 
own children on the behind for resist­ 
ing a proper meal, gives in to her grand­ 
children. 
Modern grandmothers and mothers 
have been indoctrinated with the idea 
that forcing Junior to eat a well-balanc­ 
ed meal will set up .some kind of a 
frustration complex. We don’t believe it. 
Parents of today are abdicating their 
right of authority over children—fear­ 
ing to iKse force and admitting their in­ 
capacity as .sale.smen who could if they 
would resort to the persuasion method 
of teaching their children what to eat 
and when to eat. 
This naturally re­ 
quires parental nervous energy which 
so many seem to lack these days, or 
do not want to expend, because it re­ 
duces adult vitality for outside-the-home 
activities. Parents seem to want to put 
the responsibility on school authorities 
for training their children how to eat. 
Anyway, the subject of juvenile eat­ 
ing practices is .something to chew on. 
A survey of the eating habits of Sedalia 
school children might provide some in­ 
teresting ob.servations.

WASHINGTON - The brothers Dulles usually 
function so well together personally that most 
people forget there are two Dulles brothers. 
John Foster Dulles, the secretary of state, is 
continually in the headlines — magazine or oth­ 
erwise; his brother Allen is not. 
Allen Dulles, head of Central Intelligence, op­ 
erates an agency which tries to stay out of the 
headlines, has the job of reporting to the State 
Department and the Pentagon on the strength 
of Russia and her satellites, plus the danger of 
war any place in the world. 
Recently the Dulles brothers had an nnpub- 
licized clash.

In this in.stance it seems likely 
that chronic bronchitis was re­ 
sponsible for the emphysema. The 
latter 
i« 
not 
a 
rare disorder, 
though few people seem to have 
heard of it. Judging by studies 
made after death, about one per­ 
son in 20 ha6 this condition, al­ 
though probably far fewer show 
any symptoms from it during life. 
What is emphysema? It is basic­ 
ally a loss of the ela.sticity of 


the tissues of the lung, which 
means that all the air is not emp­ 
tied out when a person exhales. 
Thus, when the condition is ad­ 
vanced. a person may not get 
enough air from breathing and 
develop shortness of breath easily 
if the need for air is increased 
by exercise. 
There 
are 
many 
conditions 
which can lead to this loss of 
breathing cells. Any chronic infec­ 
tion of the lungs—chronic asthma, 
or a serious chest deformity, for 
example—can 
bring on emphy­ 
sema comparatively early in life, 
although there is perhaps a ten­ 
dency in all of us to have less 
elasticity in the lung tissues as 
we grow older.
